By a Vote of Two to One the 
Province of Manitoba 


Goes Dry 


Winnipeg, March 13.—By a vote of 
slightly more than two to one, voters 
of the province of Manitoba today ap- 
proved the provincial temperance act, 
which closes all bars, wholesale liquor 
houses and licensed clubs in the prov- 
ince after May 31 next. About 200 bars, 
42 wholesale liquor houses and 7 li- 
censed clubs will be closed. 

Stormy weather prevented a heavy 
vote. 

Around Brandon City snow was 80 
high that farmers were unable to reach 
the polls, reports said. It was in the 
country districts that the “drys” ex- 
pected greatest strength. 

Under the provisions of the act 
liquor may still be imported by indi- 
viduals for personal consumption, and 
its manufacture within the province for 
export is permitted. 

Further prohibition rests with the 
Dominion government alone, and as the 
next step in the fight a mass meeting 
here tonight indorsed a resolution call- 
ing og Sir Robert Burden, premier of 
Canada,.and his government at Ottawa 
to introduce a Dominion-wide prohibi- 
tion act. 

Complete returns were not available 
tonight, especially from the rural dis- 
tricts, where heavy snows have inter- 
fered with traffic. Winnipeg gave the 
“drys” a majority of 4,468 out of a 
total vote of 23,876. : 

Overwhelming victories were scored 
by the “dry” advocates in many of the 
rural communities, the vote frequently 
running as High as ten to one in their 
favor. Total figures received at mid- 
night were: In favor of the act, 44,040: 
against, 20,720.

Roanoke, Va., March 13.—Excitement 
ran high today. among the miners 
around Barbour’s Creek station, in 
Craig county, near here, as the result 
of the finding of the mutilated body 
of Louise Thomas, the 8-year-old 
daughter of Henry Thomas, a miner, 
and the subsequent arrest of Hobard 
Doss, 18 years old, in connection with 
the crime.

In northwest Russia around Riga, in 
the Ikskul district and on the Jacob- 
stadt sector there have béen violent ar- 
tillery duels.

“Nerth of Verdun the bombardment 
has increased in intensity west of the 
Meuse on La Morte Homme and in the 
region of the Bois Boufrus. Our bat- 
teries took under their fire enemy 
forces assembling between Forges and 
the Bois des Corbeaux, . 

“On the right bank of the Meuse and 
in the Woevre there was less activity 
on the part of the two artilleries. 

“No infantry action occurred during 
the day. 

In upper Alsace, east of Seppois, 
after a spirited artillery preparation, 
the Germans attacked trenches which 
we had_retaken from them in the last 
few days in the region of Entrelargues. 
They were stopped by our barrier and 
infantry. Sections of the enemy. re- 
turned to their trenches, having suf- 
fered sensible losses. 

“Today our aviators displayed re- 
markable activity in the whole Ver- 
dun region. A squadron composed of 
six aeroplanes dropped 130 shells on 
the strategically important station at 
Brieulles, north of Verdun. A large 
number of engagements were fought 
in which we had an incontestable ad- 
vantage.

Long Session Predicted. 


When Speaker Clark and Represen- 
tative Kitchin returned from the white 
house they conferred with other house 
‘leaders in the speaker’s office. It was 
the consensus of opinion that under the 
greatest pressure the president’s pro- 
gram could not be disposed of before 
tall. The speaker said the house might 
clear the decks by September, but Re- 
publican Leader Mann said it would take 
until December. 

Some predicted that the president, 
realizing the extent of his program 
and the.situation in the house, where 
there is much division of opinion on 
proposed legislation, would cancel his 
request for some of the measures and 
adjournment would come by August. 
Mr. Mann expressed willingness to ad- 
journ in June, but said it could not be 
done unless the program was trimmed. 

The president is particularly desirous 
that the preparedness, ship purchase, 
rural credits, Philippine, Porto Rican, 
and, of course, appropriation bills, be 
passed. Representative Mann is opposed 
to the Philippine bill and much oppo- 
sition is expected from the republican 
side on the ship purchase measure. 

There was talk today of night ses- 
sions, against which members protested 
vigorously. Representative Garrett, of 
Tennessee, failed in an attempt to get 
a session tonight for consideration of 
the Porto Rican vernmental reor- 
ganization bill and later Representative 
Kitchin was unable to obtain unani- 
mous consent to meet at 11 o' clock in- 
stead of noon tomorrow to finish debate 
on the pending legislative appropria- 
tion bill. Mr. Mann objected to both 
motions and said he would continue to 
object to extra hours of labor until 
both sides of the house agreed upon 
some program for accelerating work. 


Night Sessions Next Weck. 


Night sessions probably will begin 
with consideration of the army bill next 
‘week. The rule under which the meas- 
ure will be considered will provide for 

twenty-four hours’ debate. 
| The immigration bill, a thorn in the 
administration's side, bobbed up again 
today in the various conferences. Lead- 
ers, including Speaker Clark, believe 
that a majority in the house favors the 
measure, but the president has vetoed 
a similar bill, because of the literacy 
i test. Chairman Burnett, of the immi- 
‘gration committee, is expected to insist 
that his measure be considered before 
the army Dill. 

Present plans are for passing the 
legislative appropriation bill tomorrow 
or Wednesday, em ee of the free 
sugar bill and then taking up the im- 
migration measure. If this program 
is carried out it is probable that the 
army measure will be reached early 
next week.

“In the wood of Le Pretre a detach- 
ment of our troops penetrated a trench 
of the enemy at a point near Croix des 
Carmes along a front of about 200 
yards. The men cleaned up the saps, 
and, after having inflicted some losses 
on the enemy, they returned to our 
lines with about twenty prisoners. 

“The night passed quietly on the re- 
mainder of the front. 

“During a night fight a group of 
French aviators threw down thirty 
shells of large caliber at the raltlroad 
station of Conflans. Flames were seen 
breaking out af five different} points. 
In spite of a viélent cannonade all the 
French aeroplanes succeeded in get- 
ting back without suffering damage.” 


ARTILLERY BUSY 


ON BOTH SIDES. 

Berlin, March 13.— (Via London.)— 
Today's statement by German army 
headquarters follows: 

“Western theater: The weather has 
been favorable for observation pur- 
poses, and there has been very lively 
artillery activity on both sides over a 
great part of the front. The activity 
also increased on both sides of the 
Meuse and as far as the Moselle. 

“Apart from some patrol fighting on 
the Somme and the 
French attack in Le 
there were no events. 

“After much reconnoitering our air- 
men attacked enemy railway stations 
and military depots, especially on the 
Clermont-Verdun railway line, with 
success. 

“Three enemy aeroplanes were de-

HEAVY LOSSES 


FOR THE BRITISH. 

Berlin, March 13.—(By Wireless.)— 
The losses of the British forces in 
Mesopotamia in the recent battle near 
Felahie are estimated by the Turk- 
ish war office as at least 5,000. 

The Turkish statement issued under 
date of March 12 follows: 

“The enemy’s losses in the battle of 
Felahie on the Mesopotamia front are 
estimated as at least 5,000. 

“In Arabia, on the Yemen front, a 
British detachment of 6,000 infantry, 
supported by 600 cavalry and 12 centri- 
meter guns, started on January 12 from 
Sheihgosman, north of Aden, and oc- 
cupi the town of Afisch. They at- 
tacked the Turkish vanguards with 
superior forces, but were stopped by a 
Turkish counter attack from El Vahita. 
After three hours the enemy with- 
drew.

GERMANS ASK 


FOR BULGAR AID. 


Geneva, March 13.—(Via Paris.) 
Germany has requested Bulgaria to 
send two divisions to the French front, 
according to information from Bucha- 
rest. The Bulgarian government de- 
clined, the advices state, owing to Ru- 
mania’s uncertain attitude. 

The Berne Bund's correspondent at 
Austrian headquarters in Albania tele- 
graphs that the Austrians have ad- 
vanced far southward since their cap- 
ture of Durazzo, the Italians and Al- 
banians retiring on Avlona, blowing up 
bridges behind them. Slight skirmish- 
es only have taken place, the corre- 
spondent’ states, but 4 pitched battle 
is expected soon near Avlona.

THE FREIGHT EMBARGO. 
While railroads, strangling under the 
- burden of loaded freight cars at over-con- 
gested ports, are appealing to the inter- 
state commerce commission to uphold them 
in the embargo which will ‘stop or divert 
the traffic they are unable to handle, con- 
gress’ stands at a dead halt upon the only 
possible permanent solution of the problem 
through the establishment of an ee 
merchant marine. 

Pestifying before the interstate com- 
merce commission, President Howard El- 
‘ Hott, of the New Haven railroad, declared 
the only solution to the problem was to 
adopt a “practical -cessation of business” 
until the congestion can be relieved. 

Is the buisness of this country to be 
brought to a practical ‘standstill for the want 
of vessels: to carry products abroad? This 
condition Was forecast and predicted some 
months ago, and it was wen known then 
that remedy could come only through the 
provision of a fleet of merchant vessels to 
remove this traffic and relieve the conges- 
tion at the ports. ¢ 
What relief can. be hoped for through 
the interstate. commerce ‘commission?’ It 
may approve the embargo, even ‘authorize 
the railroads’ to strengthen : but that 
means cessation of business, the shutting 
down of factories; the distress of labor. 
The proposal to close the ports of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore to 
further traffic 0 destined tor foreign ship- 
ment and in some instances Sven to local 
business, and to divert further foreign ship- 
ments to the south Atlantic. ports, would 
provide a relief which would be at most of 
a very temporary and eranescent nature.

in-the Piedmont and mountain sections of 
the state where the soils contain a high 
percentage of insoluble potash, and says: 


In addition to supplying an essential 
plant food in itself, the lime will react . 
with the insoluble potash, phosphate and 
nitrogen of the soil and render a portion 
of these elements available for the grow- 
ing crops. Indeed, lime is now looked 
upon as a real fertilizer for all crops, 
and especially for those of the legume 

amily, such as clovers, vetches, beans, 
peas, alfalfa and so on. 


The North. Carolina department recom- 


mends the use of one ton of ground lime- 
stone to the acre thoroughly plowed and 


harrowed into the soil, to be followed by a 


fertilizer to be used in the drills and com- 


posed of 600 pounds of ground limestone, 


400 pounds of 16 per cent acid phosphate 


and 200 pounds of cotton seed meal, * 
some other ammoniated goods carrying an 
equal amount of nitrogen.” ‘This means the 
use in the aggregate of 2,600 pounds of 
ground limestone to each acre. 

In this connection it will be recalled that 
J. S. Brogdon, an Atlanta chemist, recently 
submitted through The Constitution, the 
results of some comparative tests made in 
half a dozen Georgia counties as between a 
regular potash fertilizer without limestone 
and a non-potash fertilizer with limestone, 
showing that the latter yielded 16 per cent 
more seed cotton than the former. 

It is possible that the use of ground lime- 
stone may furnish the American farmer a 
simple way out from under the yoke of the 
German potash monopdly. But ‘whether it 
does or not, we at least know it is good for 
the soil in more ways than one, besides 
which the situation has set American 
scientists to work on this vital problem. 

If the European war should bring the 
double result of relieving “the ‘American 
farmer from the German potash monopoly 
and the Chilean nitrate monopoly at the 
same time—and there is promise of both of 
these eventualities, in the latter case 
through the estgblishment.of plants for the 
fixation of air*nitrogen—it will mean not 
only an annual saving of millions of dollars, 
but increased production through the more 
extensive use of cheaper fertilizers. N

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THEIR NATIONAL FUNERAL. 

While the London press has to admit the 
Zeppelin raids, the press censor invariably 
blue-pencils the extent of the damage: but 
the evidence of pictures cannot be con- 
troverted. 

In a recent issue of The New York Sun 
there re pictures of the property damage 
accom} shed Py the air raiders, where 
dwellings have been completely demolished, 
as though a hurricane had heaped the debris 
in its path. The pictures tell the story, and 
while the loss of life is at present compara- 
tively small, still it is a picking-off process, 
with victims here and there, that in the ag- 
gregate wilt tell vn people and property as 
the raids proceed: 

In France the casualties resulting from 
such raids are not minimized; the funerals 
of victims take on a national character, of 
which The Indianapolis News says: 


French Ulustrated newspapers gave 
much space to depicting the scenes at- 
tending the funeral of the men, women 
and children killed in the recent raid of 
the Zeppelin airships on Paris. All the 
city was in the streets along which the 
cortege with the twenty-three bodies. 
each ‘on a separate gun carriage, were 
taken to the famous cemetery of Pere la 
Chaise. Each coffin was draped with the 
tricolor of France. Troops lined the way 
and marched in the processional ranks. 
The funeral was a national tribute and 
was of a deeply sorrowful and pathetic 
character. 


The occasion is described as that of the 
most impressive funeral witnessed in 
France within more than a hundred years. 

The spectacle of dead women and little 
children—a common one after a raiding 
Zeppelin has passed—is one of the saddest 
of the war. It is well enough for the dis- 
tinguished German generalissimo of the air 
to say that the purpose of his death-engines 
“was not to slay women and children,” but, 
“It is unfor- 
tunate that they can’t discriminate!”’ 

That is the pity of it. It is also said 
that the great Zeppelin inventor “shuddered 
when he read of women and children slain 
in a raid.” He is not a bit superstitious, or 
he might see ghosts when the war-thunder 
rattles his midnight windows! P

AUDIENCE HELD SPELLBOUND _ 
BY ABSORBING COURT TRIAL 


By Ned McIntosh. 

“On Trial“ is an.absorbing, intensely in- 
teresting drama, furnishing an evening's 
entertainment which no one who loves a good 
emotional drama should miss. 

This play was presented for the first time 
at the Atlanta theater last night, and held 
the large audience tensely engrossed even 
between the scenes, for one of the many 
extraordinary features of “On Trial“ is the 
startling quickness with which the stage 
settings are changed. After the first change 
of scenery in the opening act the audience 
was kept in a continuous state of expectancy 
every time the lights went out—but more of 
that anon. 

As a depiction of a trial “On Trial’ is mee 
only faithful to the minutest details of court 
procedure, a technical point upon which many 
playwrights blunder, but furnishes a thrilling 
situation at every turn. It is a presentation 
of real life, little short of the vertsatility 
which can be found outside of moving pic- 
tures. 


The play is well constructed, and yet one 


of the most remarkable features is that the 
events with which it deals are depicted in 
reverse chronological order. 

The play opens with a scene in a courtroom 
where a man is on trial for his life. The 
wife of the dead man, who was present at 
the time of the killing, is put en the witness. 
stand. She starts telling the story—presto! 
The stage is darkened, and in the twinkling 
of an eye the lights are‘ back on and the 
scene is no longer the courtroom but the 
library of a residence and the events of the 
tragedy are being enacted. The rest of the 
scenes are shifted back and forth from the 
courtroom in the same manner. 

“On Trial” is tremendously. entertaining 
merely as an exhibition of modern stage- 
craft. 

The events of the story are most dramatic 


and are filled with a human interest that is 
rarely found. Moreover, the telling of the 
story carries with it that eternal fascination 
which one always feels for some big murder 
trial which has in it an element of mystery. 
Mystery this play has and the interest is 
cleverly sustained throughout the play until 
the very last moment. 

The play is well presented by a highly 
capable cast. 

Lee Baker, as the defendant, has an ex- 
tremely difficult role, one instant being a 
man on trial for his life, and the next in- 
stant the happy head of his family, listening 
to the babblings of his small daughter and 
recounting the events of a trip with his wife. 

Not only on account of her youth, but also 
because of her really good acting little Miss 
Maxine Hodges, as the daugliter of the ac- 
cused man, tound a warm place in the atten- 
tion of the audience last night. She is a 
charming little miss who acts so well that she 
does not suggest the idea of “the child won- 
der” at all. 

Pauline Ward, the wife of the defendant, 
has a role which would make unusual de- 
mands upon any actress and which she plays 
with wonderful capability augmented by an 
attractive personality. 

Douglas J. Wood, the villain of the play, 
contrary to what one usually expects, does 
not die at the end of the play, but is dead 
before the play ever.begins.. Mr. Wood has a 

splendid stage bearing and his work in this 
a fficult*part is so well done as to make the 
audience hold him in the highest 
which is a ‘consummation that should be very 
gratifying to an actor playing this kind of 
role. No more artistic piece of acting has 
been seen in Atlanta this year. 

The entire cast is a strong one and is prac- 
tically without makeshifts, even to the mem- 
bers of the jury in the courtroom scene, which 
is about as typical a jury as one would find 
in any courtroom,
